additional. It is reported by Dabney White 
In n letter to the Houston Post. He tells 
of the remnant of the tribe of the Ala- 
bamos now living in Polk county, Tex., 
•which people preserve their language, tra- 
ditions and many of their ancient prac- 
tices. It appears from White's letter that 
a woman missionary named Sylvestjne 
has lived for roany years with the tribe 
and has collected a vocabulary of the Ala- 
hamos language. She speaks the tongue 
well, and is said to be well acquainted 
•with their history and traditions. 
White 


says he aided the missionary in the prepa- 
ration of the vocabulary, and nowhere in 
the language could be found a word or 
combination of words sounding like Ala- 
bamos that could be twisted into the 
meaning "Here we rest." 


In the absence of other evidence it is 


thought more reliance can be put upon the 
tradition now held by the tribe on the sub- 
ject than upon that which has been hand- 
ed flown through the medium of tho 
whites. The Indians say they derive their 
name from a'peouliartty of the tribe—the 
celebration of the mulberry festival, a cus- 
tom hot observed by any other tribes. In 
their language the combination of the 
•words "ala-behe-omo1' literally means 
"people that gather mulberries." From 
this combination of words "Alabama" is 
derived. To substantiate their belief it 19 
generally known that every Indian tribe 
«fets its nomtf from some Idiosyncrasy of 
Its members. Thousands of mulberry 
trees are in their home village in Texas, 
and they«re cherished with more devotion 
than we cherish the survivors of the an- 
cient ''cedars of Lebanon." 


The evidence is not conclusive of the 


question raised, but it Is of more than 
usual interest us bearing directly upon it 
and perhaps making easier its final solu- 
tion.—Mobile Register.

HOW TO KEEP GOLDFISH. 


A Few Neeemary Kales For Preserving 


the Pretty Water Pets. 


It is remarkable how seldom people are 


able to keep goldfish for more than a 
month ortwo at roost and all because they 
neglect a few first principles. Goldfish 
can be kept almost auy length of time, 
accidents apart, if kept soni a ulously clean. 
The air in the water is soon exhausted, 
and they should have fresh water every 
day; if possible, oftener in suiniuer, 
though onco will do if tho globe is fairly 
largo. 


Or.c can ustially tell when the fish are 


needing water 
They stand up on their 


tails, with their mouths to the surface of 
the water, and move slowly in that posi- 
tion, generally making a bubbling sound. 
When you put the fresh water into the 
globe, let it dash in from a height, so that 
plenty of air .gets in, too, and let your fish 
liave a handful of shells or small stones 
They look pretty, and the fish appreciate 
buiug able to poke about among thorn for 
bits of food, and it gives them something 
to do and a litUo interest in Ufa People 
friKjuently make tho mistake of thinking 
that the flsh get enough food out of the 
water. This is not so. They need feeding 
\vht,n in captivity. Packets of ilslies' food, 
chiefly consisting of dried ants' ogRs, can 
bo procured from any seed or naturalists' 
shop

quantity onco a day, their board is not ex 
pensive They will livo on vermicelli, but 
this -luuds the water, iind consequently 
iujun/s the appearance of ihe globo.

Other- 
wise it does them no harm—if duo care is 
erercisoil—ami you may pick thorn up oce 
by 0110 in your hand and pop them into 
tho globe of fresh water.

house. 


Kot- havo we any right to assume that 


it is the consumptive only who suffers. 
Doubtless the hetilthy struggle against 
and overcome evil influences before which 
those who ore tuberculosis succumb, but 
that is not to say that in the struggle we 
do not suffer, and, indeed, the fact-5 re- 
cently brought forward are sufficient to 
ghbw that tho stuffy life of warmth and 
comfort which civilized man now "en- 
joys" is bad for the health even of the 
healthiest. We make our windows fit, we 
pad our doors, wo shiver at a draft, we 
surround ourselves with woolen curtains, 
dusty carpets and fl-uffy, 1 usurious uphol- 
stery, we breathe the same air over and 
over again, and then we wonder that vCji; 
ara not strong and vigorous. 


Tho fact is wo are daily using up the ex- 


uberant vitality with which nature has 
prodded us in struggling against artificial 
conditions. How powerful for evil, how 
deteriorating these conditions are, is shown 
by tbe'fact that their mere removal gives 
back to the consumptive that vitality 
which enables him to overcome the seeds 
of disoasp within him. Iresh air is not a 
thing to bo taken in little doses once a 
day, but a tiling to live on.—London Hos- 
pital.

ute*. Four years" later", off the island of 
T.iccn another instructive engagement was 
fought. Admiral Togetthoff, the Austrian 
commander, had a smaller fleet than the. 
Italians under Pe,_..no, but he won a de- 
cisive Victory. The chief mode of attack 
was with the nun, and two of the enemy's 
bent -ships, including tho Be d'ltalia, 
which bad been tho flagship of Per'ano up 
to the beginning ol the fight, were sunk. 


A third contribution, to tho world's 


knowledge of the possibilities of the r&iu 
wag made in 1877 by the Peruvians. Their 
Hnatcar stove^a terrible hole in the Chile- 
an Esnieralda off Iquiquc. In consequence 
of this injury the Esmerolda, although she 
had fought with amazing pluck, quickly 
went to the bottom. 


Two much mote recent illustrations of 


the destruction which this weapon is capa- 
ble of working arc cited by William Led- 
yard Catneart in Cassier's Magazine.

first of these was tho tragic loss of the 
British tattleship Victoria in time of 
peace. Admiral Tryon was putting the 
ships of his command, the Mediterranean 
squadron, through an unusual maneuver. 
The order given involved" either a slip of 
the tongno or an error of calculation, but 
it was Implicitly obeyed, and within a few 
minutes the admiral saw the huge Cain- 
perdown -swung around so that she could 
not avoid striding the flagship. The Vic- 
toria kept afloat for ten minutes, but when 
she sank she took down 321 officers and 
men, Including tho unhappy Tryon. This 
event occurred in June, 1893. 


Less lamentable in degree, but not less 


significant in character, was the disaster 
that overtook the German warship Grosser 
Kurfurst, in 187S, while proceeding west- 
ward along the southern coast of England. 


the* offshore was the Konig Wilhelm, an 
armor belted frigate of 9,600 tons displace- 
ment. A small merchasit'vessel putting 
to -sea crossed the bows of tho Germans 
and compelled them to turn their heads 
temporarily inshore. The ^Surfursfr re- 
sumed her former course before the Konig 
Wilhelm did, and before the navigators of 
either vessel realized the -danger the ^Til- 
helm had run her rain into her consort's 
side. • The Kurfurst carried fJ officers aud 
81 men down with her. 


Soon after the battle of Lissa the British 


admiralty began to develop a class of ves- 
sels which were intended to "fight princi- 
pally with' their rams. The Rupert and 
the Hotspur were low ironclads of 8,200 
and 4,000 tons and carrying one or two 
#uns in a" turret woll forward. Then 
came the Hero and the Conqueror, which 
were bigger and more -heavily armed. 
These latter carried IS inch guns and dis- 
placed about 6,000 tons. The Polyphemus 
(1SS1) was more exclusively a ram, for her 
battery ~was a light one. 


Tho next set of rams, built between 


J888 and 1896, and including the Furious, 
Vindictive, .Arrogant and Gladiator, were 
ships of 6, 700 tons displacement and had 
light armor and protected decks. Their 
largest guns are of the 6 inch ^ rapid fire 
type. The projection from the stem is 
massive, ^the bow is strongly braced and 
the armor belt is wider out forward than 
elsewhere. In order to facilitate rapid 
maneuvering there are two rudders, one 
justlonvard at ,tho screw and the other 
al'c. The dead wood at tie stern is cut 
away so as to favor quick turning. 


These and other war vessels of the same 


general fiypdi riot only in the' British navy, 
but also in the fleets of other nations, have 
been called "ram,cruisers" to distinguish 
them -from other cruisers. The light cou- 
Struction of the ordinary cruiser, whose 
lurfetic* -is to hunt for the enemy rather 
than to fight him, which is built for speed 
rather than to withstand attack, precludes 
such collisions as a- ram must encounter. 
Consequently those ships which are meant 
to fitfct with spurs on their stems are 
jnnch more- -strongly -built, - iespecially 
about the bow*. , 


,T.h0 idea of giving a vessel a prow that 


will rip open a hostile ship below the wa- 
in; , line Has been applied 'to tho heaviest 
battleships. The Camperdown displaces 
about 10,000 tons and is about as heavy as 
tho Oregon and Massachusetts of the 
American navy.- -Tho French battleship 
BreiinusV'which has a spurred stem, dis- 
places. 11,395 tons, while the Italia, also 
equipped with a ram, is a vessel of nearly 
14,000-tons:- - 
r ^•formidable- character Of the kind of 
wttrirfre'hero described win be better real- 
ized If one will remember that the biggest 
guns ijbw-usedrln tho navy deliver projec- 
tiles only 13 inches in diameter, whereas 
* ram will cut a hole big enough to admit 
a two horso team. Togetthoff himself was 
so- shocked by his achievement in the bat- 
tle of Lissa that ho afterward said: 
^ "If .-I wera~ to~livo a thousand years, I 
would n«vcir ran* another ship. '"The effect 
produced is different from anything else 
you have in naval warfare. You see tho 
Vt«el attacked at one moment and tho 
neriKftiO inch slidlriff Into the sea, with the 
vesfiol following them. You arc loft with 
a perfect void,. without .«ny commotion, 
without any sinoko, without anything to 
make one feel that ho was in battlo. ' '

A sudden noise as 
the falling of any object often produces a 
sudden rush of color before the eyes 
These cplors are not always the saino, 
neither do they continue oven for an in- 
stant. There may be half a dozen varia- 
tions of color and shading in as many sec- 
onds.

Thus vro - get Solomon ben 
David, among the Hebrews and Evan ap 
Richard among the Welsh, to quote two 
examples. Alslrough the argument that 
those names were not strictly "forenames" 
is not without weight, yet it is Tesponsi- 
blc to accept them as such, seeing tlu»t the 
application had to-be supplemented byan- 
other for the sake of distinction. Wo are 
therefore entitled to include them within 
the scope of the question. 


Adam and other early Biblical names 


are regarded as the oldest for obvious rea- 
sons; but, excluding these, the choice falls 
upon Marma4uke, which is tlie modern 
rendering of the ancient Chaldean Men- 
dug, also written Meruduk and Merodaeh, 
the sod who interceded constantly between 
the angry Ea and the Humble Damifcna, 
his father and mother. The Romans used 
both forenames and family names, and of 
the former two tliat cfate back about 
•2,500 years are still with us—namely, 
Marcus and Lucius, represented in mod- 
ern tongues by Mark and tbcr feminine 
Lucy.

Ventilators were gen- 
erally kept shut because of the great wash 
of waves over the whole craft, and, al- 
though enough vrater leaked down to keep 
the spare clothes _in the lockers continual- 
ly soaked, the air was so close that under 
other circumstances ztman would not have 
tried to sleep in it. These men, however, 
battered and exhausted by each four hours 
of work, soon learned to turn in at eveiy 
opportunity, packing themselves into then- 
berths with boards, pillows, etc., holding 
tight to any firm object within reach and 
contriving to sleep in spite of everything. 


"Our food, "too, was a difficulty. 
As a 


rule, we lived on ham, sardines and tinned 
soups, for most of the time the weather 
was so rough that it was as ^nuch as %ve 
could do to get a little water boiled. 
"\Yo 


had a table about 18 inches wide in the 
cabin, but it was no good having it laid, 
for nothing would stay on it. The usual 
plan was for one man to hold the sardine 
tin while the other picked out sardines by 
their tails and ra-ausferred them to hip 
mouth. liana always required two men, 
one to bold it; and the other to cut it, but 
the soups ware capital. I do not know 
what wo should have done without those 
tinned soups. They -were our stand by. 
We heated the tin, then carefully opened 
a corner. Each man held his plate, had a 
little poxired in and drank it before he got; 
anymore." 


_ Presently the 
always Isad weather 


worked into a true gale. "The wind came 
up with- surprising quickness, and the sea 
rose with it literally mountains high. Up, 
up,, up we climbed till we were on the 
brink ol a precipice, looking down ante a 
bottomless abyss, and then \ve zigzagged 
slowly down that precipice, like a man 
who fears to come too straight down a 
stoop hillside. We steered slowly head to 
sea, following closely in the wake of tho 
Tyne, which poured oil on the water \\hcn 
tho storrtt was at its worst.

I2\cn the swinging table in 
tho cabin dashed itself to pieces against 
the dock above, but the steering gear hold, 
and that was tho main thing. If tho 
gtcerlng gear had gone wrong, wo should 
have broached to and must have boon lost, 
for the Tyno could do nothing to help us."

USURY IN CEYLON. 


Money Lending Charges Tbero Run From 


CO to 30O Per Cent. 


Ceylon appears to be tho happy hunting 


ground of tho man of small capital -M*d. 
still smaller amount of moral conscion 
tiousness. On that fair island tho money 
lender flourishes to an extent scarcely im- 
agined hero. Legislation is regarded as 
advisable iu this country, but in Ceylon it 
is a necessity. 


iln tho towns the "chetty" charges 6u 


per cent as a regular thing 
This is bad 


enough, but it dwindles into insignificance 
by the side of tbe 300 per cent of the vil- 
lage speculator 
He deals in comparative- 


ly small sums, but his customers nre nu- 
merous. He docs not charge so much a 
year, but so many annas per mouth, and, 
having got the screw on, he makes money 
with surprising rapidity. 


The follow ing authentic case will show 


his method of business' A man who had 
como into possossiou of 100 rupees opencJ 
a shop and began business Ho supplied 
tho villagers with anything they required 
—provisions, clothus, money, everything— 
to be paid for in grain when the harvest 
cam o round. Hecate liberal credit, and 
in return for tho privileges affordod to 
them his customers had to undertake that 
they would sell the grain to him at 6 rupees, 
per amunam (about ono quarter). 


Souse of the customers paid for the 


goods, which were sold at high prices, aud 
in a short lime he had made 200 rupees 
profit. This sum he lent, to bo paid for 
in grain. 
When harvest time arrived, ho 


was entitled io 40 amunams of grain, 
which he sold shortly afterward for 400 
rupees. Thus in tl«o course of a year he 
held made GOO rupees profit; and still had 
lus original capital safe. This is not an 
extreme case. 


It was elicited in evidence in fi Ceylon 


court lately that one man alono lent sums 
of money amounting to 1,000,000 rupees, 
and lie is only a unit of a very large mini 
ber.—Strand MagaKiue.

Some liquids are 
much more difficult, to nmriago than oth- 
ers, and this must of course be allowed 
for, A little practice will show tho house- 
wife just how closoly tho cotton must be 
packed to ir.sure success in filtering tho 
various liquids with which she has to dual.

menu of j foundation, combined with indigo, of a 
end th*- beautiful green. Pokeberry juice and vio- 


let dye from the petals of the flower-de- 
luce were other homemade colorings. Aft- 
er the wools were dyed the housewife 
spread them in layers, if a mixed color 
was desired, and carded them again and 
again. The wool was slightly greased 
with rape oil or melted "swine's greaso" 
to be carded, a trying process. At last tho 
wool was carde^i into small, light, loose 
rolls, about as large around as the little 
Cugcr, which were then spun into yarn. 


The yarn was wound as it was spun 


upon a broach, which was usually sim- 
ply a stiff roll of paper or cornhusk 
When the ball was as large as the broach 
would bold, the spinner placed pegs in 
tho spokes of the spinning wheel and tied 
the end of the yarn to a peg. Then she 
held the ball of yarn in her hand and 
whirred the big wheel round, winding the 
yarn on the pegs into hanks or clews. If 
the yarn was to be woven, the hank 
was placed on the reel or swift 
A quill 


made from a piece of reed was then placed 
on the spindle, tho wheel again set in mo- 
tion, and the yarn wound off on the quill, 
cut the exact length of the loom shuttle 
by which the yarn was to bo woven Into 
woolen cloth. When wound foil the quill 
was placed in the shuttle and was then 
ready lor the loom. The homespun yarn 
was woven in hand looms Into heavy cloth, 
which was washed, dyed, shrunken, 
dressed, failed and then clothed the house- 
hold.

"Originally what is now known as rock 


candy," csplained a confectioner to are- 
porter, "was called in $he trade Gibraltar 
rock. Originally, also, it was the purest 
kind of candy, for it was crystallized sugar 
pure and simple. Ordinarily it is purer 
now than many other grades of candy, 
but it is not always strictly pure, especial- 
ly the cheaper varieties of it. The fact is, 
however, candy all the way through is 
probably purer now than ever before for 
the reason that sugar is cheaper than ever 
and is growing cheaper each year as the 
various new methods for making it are 
discovered. Boots furnish now as much 
sugar as cane, and the saccharine qualities 
of it are equally good. The various articles 
used IH cheapening the manufacture of 
candy some years ago are discarded now, 
foe sugar can be bought at a less price 
than the adulterants. 


"Nearly 50 jcars ago Hawthorne, in 


'The House of Seven Gables,' describing 
a small store, said, 'For instance, there 
was a glass pickle jar filled with fragments 
of Gibraltar rock—not, indeed, splinters 
of tho veritable fortress, but bits of delec- 
table candy.' Other writers of even ear- 
Jier date than that speak of Gibraltar rock. 
It appears, however, that the Gibraltar 
was finally dropped, and it became known 
as rook candy. I have a price list issued 
in 1848 to the candy trade in which Gib- 
raltar rook is the name given, though aft- 
er that it is quoted as rook candy. Through- 
out England it is known as Gibraltar al- 
most exclusively outside of the large cities. 
In the latter, as here, the Gibraltar'is 
dropped, and it ia called rock candy."— 
Washington Star.

S,OUO funerals, and will probably see os 
many again before he himself joins the 
great majority of dead canines. 


Sis years sgo Fritz was. born In the 


American Mechanics' cemetery, at Twen- 
ty-second and Diamond streets. The exact 
place of his birth was tinder the little 
chapel where tho last prayers are said over 
the dead, and in this melancholy atmos- 
phere Fritz grew up. His brothers and sis- 
ters, three in number, were not so fcrtnn- 
ate. 
One died; the other two were either 


stolen or, unable to stand the depressing 
influence, ran away. Fritz's mother alsc 
disappeared, and he was left alone. Since 
then bis disposition bas been melancholy. 


Perhaps from disappointment, perhaps 


from a morbid taste imbued by his solitary 
life, Fritz at 3 years old began to attend 
funerals. No one objected. His behavior 
was above reproach, and gradually the 
picture of the little black and white dog, 
walking mournfully along in his favorite 
position just behind the coffin, grew fa- 
miliar. Now it has come to pass that no 
funeral is complete without Fritz. Justaa 
soon as the chapel boll rings, no matter 
where Fritz is, he rushes to the spot from 
where lie knows the coffin will be taken. 
However excited he is, he never barks, 
and, except when he is outside the ceme- 
tery, be never barks at all. 


Usually, also, he lies down by the grave- 


digger when a grave is being opened, and 
a story is told of him by one of Superin- 
tendent Keel's men that during one rainy 
night Fritz's loud yelping, not barking, 
but wailing, was beard continually. No 
one paid any attention to it, bub nest 
morning Fritz was found beside a grave 
which had been made the afternoon before 
and which had caved in during the night 
on account of the rain. 


The best thing about Fritz is that DO 


matter whether it is a $35 funeral, with 
just a hearse and no carriages, or a $250 
funeral, with 20 carriages, he shows just 
as much respect for the dead in either 
case. He is not a snob by any nisans.— 
Philadelphia Times.

Hence a gargle of alum 
and water, port wine and water or alum 
water with a little cayenne pepper, may 
relieve this form of deafness by improving 
the condition of the throat, or a_\\ et band- 
age round the throat, covered in turn by 
gutta porcha tissue or flannel, or a linseed 
poultice, may cure thesamo condition, and 
in cases of chronically relaxed throats, 
with accompanying deafness, tho cold 
douche to tho throat is invaluable if sys- 
tematically used, and a chlorate of potash 
or carbolic acid lozenge, eaten occasional- 
ly, will also be beneficial.—New York 
Ledger.

The Knmerons Idioivner»9ie» of Tarioos 


People While at the Table. 


The English are admitted by all cn- 


prejndjced foreigners to be tlie most re- 
fined eaters in the world 
To see. a well 


bred Englishman go throngh the varioas 
stages of his dinner is to have a lesson In 
the art of graceful eating. 


Very different is the behavior of the 


Russian, who does not disdain to use na- 
ture's weapons when he considers the lat- 
ter more convenient than knife and fork 


The Frenchman will uaea piece of bread 


in nearly all cases where be should use a 
knife 
The German, on the other hand, 


plunges his knife into his mouth in a way 
that is torrif j ing. 


The Swede eats up all bis food into tiny 


pieces first of all, and then, having laid 
aside his knife, proceeds to take up piece 
by piocojgnh his fork. 


THe Italian uses a spoon quite as often 


as a fork. He will employ the former for 
vegetables and sometimes even for fish 
The latter use of the spoon is somewhat 
curious 


The Japanese diner uses chopsticks, a 


form of implement somewhat difficult to 
manipulate without considerable practice, 
while the Chinaman tears his food with 
bis long nails in a manner thoroughly re- 
pulsive. 
' The Greek swallows his meat in huge 
mouthf uls and would probably devour a 
steak weighing half a pound in hall a 
minute. Taking a very sharp knife, he di- 
vides the meat into four or five great seo- 
tions, each of which he flings into his 
mouth in rapid succession. It is not to be 
wondered at that the Greeks suffer much 
from indigestion 


Whou all is said and done, the English 


beat the other nations in the art of refined 
eating.—London Tit-Bits.

North America got among a herd of bison 
by covering their bodies with the skin of 
the prairie wolf, while by the Hottentots 
the buffalo 4ias himself been trained to 
hunt, being guided by a string attached to 
his horn, the hunter meanwhile crouching 
behind him. 


In Australia the natives bring the wal- 


laby or young kangaroo within the rango 
of the spear by suspending a small bird's 
skin and fuothcrs from the end of a long 
rod and Imitating the bird't cry.—Strand 
Magazine.

. MATCHBOX INGENUITY. 


Thirtj-two Hundred of Them Used to 


Make » Fiano. 


Some time ago a Birmingham firm of 


matchmakers offered prizes for the most 
striking novelties made out of not less 
than 1,000 of "our match boxes." Com- 
petent judges— arch itects chiefly— were ap- 
pointed. The instrument awarded first 
prize was a wonderful piano, made by G, 
W. Roberts. 
He used upward of 3,200 or- 


dinary match boxes and 576 boxes that 
contained small wax vestas. The only 
other thing he used was five pounds of 
glue. Originality seems to run in the 
: Roberts family, for a marvelous model of 
I the groat Laxey wheel, in the isle of Man, 
' was made by Miss L. W. Roberts, sister to 
the designer of the piano. "The Laioy 
wheel," writes Mr. Roberts, "was 6 feet 
in length and 4 feet high. It took a 
little less than sue months to make it and 
usad up about 8,000 match boxes." 


In some cases more than one competitor 


took the same original for his model. For 
instance, tho JJasey wheel was also adopt- 
ed by Mr. Jaines Shaw of 56 Dickinson 
street, Nottingham. Mr. Shaw's model, 
which won the second prize, was no less 
than 6 feet 7J£ inches in height, 2 feet in 
depth and 8 feet in length. It contained 
45,000 boxes and took five months to com- 
plete. The wheel itself was 5 feet 6 inches 
in diameter and went by clockwork.' 


Mr. F. Marshall of Nottingham gained 


a prize in the second competition with a 
fa-itbful reproduction of the Forth bridge. 
He also constructed an Eiffel bicycle. 
When complete, this model was in full 
working order. It contains 1,100 match 
boxes and stands a little more than 6 feet 
in height. 
The diamond stays are two 


boxes thick. The driving chain is 9 feet 
long and was made from the sides of the 
match box drawers, glaed on to tape. The 
wheels are 24 inches in diameter. Another 
model of Mr. Marshall's'was a reproduc- 
tion of the lighthouse near New Brighton. 
This model was fitted with a revolving 
lantern, and the whole contained 2,900 
match boxes. — 'London Strand.

The Dragon Xly. 


No ono could fail to bs struck with the 


singularly perfect adaptation of the in- 
sect's structure to a life of aerial piracy. 
Tho four wings are large and. in propor- 
tion to their weight, enormously strong. 
Each Is supported by a wonderfully ar- 
ranged network of slender ribs, which 
give the necessary rigidity to the thin, 
transparent membrane forming its basis. 
The muscles by which the wings are 
moved are rnassiva and powerful and are 
so arranged among themselves that the 
animal is capable of steering its course 
with an unerring accuracy which any bird 
might envy. In this power it is largely 
aided by a marvelous keenness of sight, 
for, in addition to the two great, gorgeous- 
ly colored compound eyes which make up 
so much of the head, the Insect possesses 
three smaller "simple" eyes, making five 
eyes in all. The prey when overtaken is 
seized and devoured by means of power 
fill, sharply toothed jaws. 


An animal which lives such an active 


life naturally requires a very perfect 
breathing apparatus, and this is amply 
provided by a system of holes on the sides 
of the body which open into aon elaborate _ 
network of air tubes, supplying every par* j 
of the system. The air in these tubes is' 
constantly renewed by the regular com- 
pression and dilatation of the body by spe- 
cial muscles.—Chambers' Journal.

The Value of the Italian Army. 


Tho army costs about £9,000,000 a year. 


The rank and file under arms—i. e., the 
actual standing army—is about 140,000 to 
150,000 men and is never large enough, 
without calling out tho reserves, to main- 
tain order in case of such troubles as the 
rocont or those of 1898. Tho army is the 
best school in Italy and has done more tc 
develop and unify the various and, once 
hostile populations than all other agencies. 
Those who have seen much of the Italian 
soldiers will, I think, be ready to testify 
that in all that concerns the making ol 
men tho army is worth all the univorsi- 
ties in tho peninsula, for it teaches disci- 
pline, which Is taught in no other school, 
nor in tho family.

manner, but the dream seemed so plausible 
that he was persuaded to enact it in real- 
ity. So with his ladle he went to the roof 
cf the same church and lot the melted lead 
slidu from the ridge. Then he hastened 
to the ground, and his astonishment knew 
no bounds when he found everything as it 
had appeared in his dream. Tho ground 
was covered with tiny globules of bright 
metal. Watts was sharp enough to realize 
what ho had discovered and was not slow 
to profit by it. He bad found a simple 
way to make fine shot, and ha realized a 
fortune of £10,000 OUT; cf his dream. 


Thus it happened that the first shot tow- 


er was a church. Drop shot is made in the 
same way today that Watts employed aft- 
er his first experiment. The melted lead is 
taken to the top of a high tower built for 
the purpose. It is then poured through a 
sieve and in falling through the air it be- 
comes broken into small globules. At the 
bottom of the tower is a pool of cold water 
into which the shot falls. From there it is 
taken and placed in revolving drums, 
\\ here by one shot rubbing against others, 
it becomes round and smooth. Several de- 
vices have been used to do away with the 
tower. One of these is a large upright tube 
through which, from the bottom, is forced 
a draught o" cold air. This allows of a 
much shorter fall than where the old style 
tower is used. Another method is to pour 
the lead through a sieve and allow it to 
fall through glycerin. The density of this 
liquid gives tho same resistance and does 
the same in rounding and separating tho 
shot as does a much greater column of air. 


Speaking of shot suggests war, and this 


ia turn recalls that tho bayonet was dis- 
covered accidentally. A regiment of Basque 
soldiers was 
fighting near Bayonne, 


France,abbut the middle of the seventeenth 
century. The soldiers were sore pressed by 
the enemy, and to add to the perils of their 
position their ammunition ran out and 
they made but a sorry defense with the 
clumsy firearms of the period. They wero 
about to cast aside their guns and depend 
on their short, stout knives, when ono of 
them noticed that the handle of the knife 
and the bore of the gun were about of a 
size, .Ho found he could drive tho knife, 
handle first, into the muzzle of his gun. A 
yell of delight followed his lucky discovery, 
and In a few minutes his example had 
been followed by bis comrades. Then, 
with a ringiug cheer, these sturdy men of 
Basque leveled their knife tipped guns at 
the enemy and made tho first bayonet 
charge recorded in history. They won a 
signal victory, and it was not long be- 
fore the war officials had the entire army 
of Franco equipped with bayonets—so 
called in honor of that first charge at 
Bayonne. These regular bayonets wero 
first used by French infantry at the battle 
of Spire in 1703. Tho military authorities 
of Great Britain quickly saw tho advan- 
tage of the new weapon, and ib was intro- 
duced into the English army in 1673. 


The earlier bayonets wore screwed in- 


side tho gun- barrel, and consequently tho 
guns could not be used in firing till the 
bayonet was removed. Bayonets are now 
so applied that the blade stands well to 
ono side of tho barrel, and they are so at- 
tached that tho guns may be used for fir- 
ing as well as charging. 
The first blades 


were simply stout, straight knives, but 
these have been greatly improved, so that 
today wo have tho common or triangular 
blade, the saber blade—which may also be 
used as a shtrt sword—the trowel blado— 
•useful in throwing up earth works as well 
as in defense or charge—and a variety of 
other shapes. The bayonet is a very im- 
portant weapon in modern warfare. Many 
a victory that has been epoch making has 
been won with tho bayonet when soldiers 
got too dose to one another to uso powder 
and ball effectively. 
The soldier not only 


makes his fiercest charge with it, but he 
uses it skillfully as u means of defense and 
relies upon it chiefly when facing a chargo 
of cavalry. Tho bayonet drill is almost as 
interesting a sight as sword practice, and 
many soldiers become very proficient with 
this rather unwieldy appearing weapon 
whon ib is In position for active service. 
In warfare n bayonet ohargo is generally 
more destructive of lifo than a volley of 
bullets. Bullets often miss their mark; a 
bayonet seldom does.—Chicago Post.

Peking, Feb. 4.—Reports received hire

ins: out the woodwork of their houses to 
build fires to keep themselves warm. 
Oxen, horses, dogs and other animals 
used by the farmers to aid them in their 
work in ordinary tiuu-s have practically 
all been sacrificed to satisfy hunger.

those who are, every day thrown into the 
common pit I observe in the crowds in- 
vading the town many of those whose 
days are numbered already.

Chinese children, ordinarily round 
and plump, resembling stnffed dolls, dis- 
play their understrncture of-bone. I have 
seen such, skeletons that I wondered how 
breath still lingered in them.

London, Feb. 4.—According to the offi- 


cial programme for Ihe ceremony attend 
ing th* burial of the queen, the cofliu. 
prett-di-d by the bishop of Winchester 
uutl the d.-an of Windsor, will be borne 
by uojiconiiimsioned oUK-ers of the guard* 
from ihe Albert Memorial chapel and 
p!a<t-d on the gun carriage. A guard of 
honor i>f the Queen's, company of ihe 
grenadier guards, with the band of the 
regiment, will be drawn up facing the 
chapel and will present arms. The pro- 
cession will move off in the following or- 
der: The Queen's company, with arms re- 
versed; the governor and constable ol 
Windsor castle, the Duke of Argyll, high- 
landers and pipers, royal servants, baud 
of the grenadier guards, the- bishop of 
Winchester and the dean of Windsor, the 
lord chamberlain aud the lord steward, 
and then the gun carriage, supported by 
the late queen's equerries and household 
and flanked by the same officers as ap- 
peared in Saturday's ceremony in Lon- 
don. 


Following the coffin will wnlk King 


Edward, the Duke of Connaught, Em- 
peror William, the king of the Belgians, 
Prince Henry of Prussia and all the 
royal personages, including Queen Alex- 
andra and the princesses, with the in- 
ception of a few who left England yes- 
terday. 
These will be accompanied by 


their suits. 


The Toute will be through the Norman 


gateway, across the quadrangle, through 
the George IVafL-hway, down Long walk, 
through the lodge and then from Long' 
walk to the mausoleum. The entire route 
from, the George IV archway to the 
gates of the mausoleum will be lined with 
troops under the command of Colonel 
Napier Wiles of the First Life guards. 
The queen's pipers will play from the 
gates to the mausoleum itself. On ar- 
riving there the Queen's company will 
open outwaul nnd form, in double rank on 
the steps of the mausoleum.

Before 
he could be helped he died, holdit g his 
throat with both hands and saying with 
his- last breath, "All throttled here." 
There was never another cat tak^a on 
hoard of the Resaca.

week cr month lay aloft at sunset and beat 
the sheaves acd pins of the blocks to drive 
the devil out of the gear, and the noise they 
mifko is a horrid din. This is said to have 
originated iu an order given which re- 
sulted in disaster. A certain Spanish 
squadron that had been anchored some 
time was surprised by the enemy and coujd 
not make sail and escape, as all the blocks 
were rustcd'and useless.

Sailors havu 
faith in odd numbers, and naval gunners 
carry out this belief in the number of 
times they fire a sairtte.

This is a trick when ships aru becalmed,

as "whittles rash bid tempests roar." A 
"capful of wind" or "a bagful" usually 
defines tho quantity. 


The phantom ship so often seen by nav- 


igators is not purely the apparition of ro- 
mance, but a mirage, something almost 
as wonderful, but not o£ the supernatural 
order. 


The horseshoe is still a popular contri- 


bution by sailors to the fetich of good 
luck. A distinguished precedent is given 
for this. Lord Nelson believed in the luck 
of the horseshoe and had one nailed to tha 
most of his ship Victory. 


A peculiar superstition is that if women 


aro taken on board a voyaging ship some 
disaster will follow. 
This may be tho 


reason why no government ship is allowed 
to carry women passengers 
Sailors, too, 


prefer n ship that hns a masculine name 
or is called after somo manor isgoogwiph- 
ical. A line of steamers will often employ 
a certain selection of names to the exclu- 
sion of all others. The Canard stcamcrS 
end all their numes with "ia." Captains 
aro quite as superstitious as their crews,, 
though of better education, and that may 
account for tho names of sailing vessels 
being identical with that of wife or sweet- 
heart. Certain names are known in tho 
history of nautical nomenclature as hoo- 
doos. They have been painted over and 
other names substituted, but bad luck at- 
tended the ship, and not even reconstruc- 
tion saved it. Then, if the namo must be 
feminine, the crew want something they 
aro familiar with. 
One old tar who was 


told the namo of a new ship was tho Au- 
rora snid: 


"Why 
don't they leave-poetry to tho 


navy folk and stick to the Susannahs and 
llary Anns and Jemimas of my dny? Au- 
rora 1 How Is a plain able seaman to an- 
swer a hail witli such a mouthful as that 
behind his teeth?"

They are attracted by the 
olor of bloom, as it they are at work on a 
crtain kind of bloom they are not likely 
o leave that particular kind of bloom for 
any other as long as they can find that 
lind. Again, bees are often attracted to 
weets by their sense of smell, for they 
vill go after sweets even if in the dark, if 
lose. However, any kind of sweets may 
ie placed in glass in plain sight, but if 
overed so as not to oiidt any smell tho 
jces will take no notice of it.—Exchange.

Kew Orleans. He was too Shrewdly Amer- 
ican not to grudge such fair profits to a 
pack of foreigners. In company with his 
brother, Rezin Bowie, Jr., and two others 
of like adventurous minds he undertook 
to get a fair sharing in it. 


Money was needed to begin. Bowio sold 


his land to get it. Then the four entered 
into" treaty with Ijafltte. 
He" sold them 


sound and likely blacks off his slaveships 
at the rate of |1 a pound. That mode the 
average price something like $1-10 the 
head. In the open market the blacks 
would fetch from $500 to §1,000 each. But 
there was another and a better chance oi 
gain, which the trading crew were quick 
to seize upon. Under the laws then stand- 
ing all Africans brought in in violation oi 
the statute were confiscated and sold out 
of hand, one half the price going to the 
authorities, the other to the informer. 
Bowie and his comrades made a practice 
of informing upon themselves; then when 
the slaves were seized and sold they bid 
them iu, pocketed half tho money they 
paid, and found themselves free to offei 
their purchases "wheresoever they chose, 
for the blacks were now lawfully within 
United States boundaries and a commodity 
as staple and as marketable as cotton. 


The profit was enormous—nobody evei 


bid against the partners at tho forced sales, 
though there were a lively crying and a 
gwiib mounting of prices at the later vend 
ings. Altogether the company realized a 
profit of some $65,000 within a couple 01 
years. But tho business involved such 
mummery and flummery of false names 
pretended disguises and pretended seizures 
that tho Bowies pretty soou tired of it. 
They dissolved it, and «t leivst set about 
spending as strenuously as they had gone 
about making.—Martha McCulloch-Wil- 
Hums in Harper's Magazine.
